“Give Us Men” is the subject of 
the thought-provoking editorial by 
Mr. A. de C. Sowerby in the April 
issue of the “China Journal.” Wo 
only hope that it will atart think- 
Ing in the one quarter where it 
can be of real benefit: The Jack in 
Chinn of leaders of high moral 
courage and integrity, together 
with executive ability and‘ under- 
standing of the country’s needs, is 
all too apparent in these chaotic 
times, : ; 

The present. issue of the “Jour- 
nal” is a very meaty number with 
reading ‘for various tastes and 
moods. The writer of this review 
enjoyed particularly, a — travel 
article beginning in this issue 
entitled “The Chinese-Tibetan Bor- 
derland and its Peoples” by Dr, 
Paul’ “Huston Stevenson of the 
Peking Union Medical College. Dr. 
Stevenson conducted an anthropolo- 
gical reconnaissance in this out of 
the way region in the Summer. of 
1926 and his paper—describing his 
adventures and experiences among 
the provincial tribes that. chme 
under his observation—is ‘ enter- 
taining and informative. His 
graphic deseription of Chungking 
is well worth quoting :— va 

“Chungking is unique among the 
large cities ‘of China in that it is 
perched upon the top of a ginnt out- 
cropping of rock. There, safe 
above the. confluent currents: of the 
Kialing and the’ Yangtse .Rivers 
that rush wildly together at its feet, 
the city wall that encircles , this 
Great City of West Chinn looks 
down from a height of well over one 
hundred feet above the mean Jow 
water merk of the rivers below. 
The ‘height at which the city is 
built above the stream beds -repre- 
gents no idie faney—for the mean 
seasonal rise and fall of the Yang- 
tse at this point is in the neigh- 
bourhood of one hundred fect. 
This tremendous fluctuation of 
the water level at the city gives a 
corresponding variation inmthe-ap= 
pearance of the city as viewed from 
the river. The.sight is best, 1 be- 
lieve, at low water stage, as it was 
when I first saw it, Then, mount- 
ed high ‘on its rdeky eminence and 


-|.with its several colonnaded foreign- 


atyle buildings silhouetted sharply 
above their meaner surroundings, 
the city. reminds one of what an- 
cient Athens must have looked like, 
similarly built upon a rocky pro- 


rising above the common’ buildings 
ef the rest of the city.” - 
For the specialist there are 
articles such as “Notes on. the. 
Minted Coins of China, Article VI,” 
oy A. M, Tracey. Woodward, “Some 
Winter Birds of Central Shantung” 
by R. H. Lefever, and “On a New 
Hynobius from South Manchuria” 
by Tamezo Mori; whilst of more 
popular interest is the paper by 
'A, W. Grabau and Sohtsu G. King 
entitled “Shells of Peitatho” which 
will probably be the means of start- 
ing many readers in the way an 
enthusiastic collector of shells 
should go. 5 
We venture to say that few rea- 
ders will ‘overlook Mr. V.. de, 
Franck’s story of “A Wild Boar 
Hunt,” which gives a vivid account 
Jof a December hunt in the wilds: 
of ‘Manchuria. Besides the special 
articles there are the usual sec- 
tions : devoted’.to book reviews, 
education, scientific notes, the gar- 
den, and shooting and fishing 
awhich contain many items of in- 
terest and value, and will appeal to 
a variety of tastes. The illustra- 
tions in this number are particu- 
tarly good. :
